In commencing this report, your Committee would state that R ev 
Mr. Hubbard the regular Committee, removed from town the latter 
part of the Autumn, and neglected to leave a report of the Summer 
and Fall schools. The present Committee was not appointed until 
the first of December, and consequently can give no report of those 
schools, other than can be obtained from the Teachers’ register, and 
from persons who visited them. 

The schools as a whole have enjoyed as good a degree of prosper- 
ity this year as they ever have in past years. The teachers have all 
been faithful and assiduous in their labors, and the schools have made 

nt a very considerable advancement. 


bs DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The Summer and Fall terms were taught by Mrs. M. E. Chase, 
who is an experienced teacher, and during these terms she has fully 
sustained her previous uniformly good reports. at 

The winter term was taught by Mr. James B. Martin. 4 rhs was 
Mr. Martin’s first experience as a teacher, and he has succeeded ad- 


“power of. ‘infusing energy into her’scholars. 
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mirably. The patience and diligence which he has shown in one of 
the most irksome of a teacher's duties, that of teaching the younger 
scholars to read, is truly commendable. This is a duty, the perform- 
ance of which teachers are too apt partially to neglect. This Dis- 
trict has been very fortunate the past year in securing the services of 
two such teachers as Mrs. Chase and Mr. Martin. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 

There were three terms of school in ‘this district, twenty-seven 
weeks in the aggregate, all taught by Miss N. L. Judkins, who is an 
excellent teacher, and added to the good reputation which she earned 
last year, in district No. four: She possesses in ASTAL degreeithe

Moulton. That in the Weste ‘Division by Miss 
, orn. Both were one eachers, and considering the 
shortness 0 irterms hools n nadermanifest improvement. 
It is certainly very id, that this district was ever divided. 
It is no larger than the others in town, and if the schools were united 
it would be able to maintain a very good Summer and Winter school. 
As it is at present, ‘they have only two very short Summer schools, and

almost as soon as the teachers get the schools fairly organized,’ and 
“the scholars get ‘interested in their studies, the school must close. 


‘The school-houses in this district are not fit externally or internally 


’ for the purpose for which théy aré used, and are in fact a disgrace to 


‘the district, arid we hope that’ Mr. Hubbard’s suggestion of last year 


will be acted upon at a time not far distant. 

: DISTRICT NO. 4. 

This school was taught by Miss Sarah B. Clifford, who proved her- 
self in every respect well qualified for her position, and has been an 
acceptable and successful teacher. The progress of the school was 
highly satisfactory. 


In closing this report your committee would recommend the adop- 
tion by our schools of Prof. Guyot’s new series of Geographies and 


Greenleaf’s new Arithmetic.’ It: is without doubt true that too fre- 


; “quent ‘changes’ in text:books are injurious to schools, but there are 


\ 
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exceptions to this rule as there are to all other good rules. Guyov’s 
Geographies are in advance of all others, and are in fact the only 
ones which seem to have a general scientific plan running through 
the whole series. The Author, Prof. Guyot, stands preeminent in 
this Country as a Geographer, and bears the same relation to the 
science of Geography that Prof. Agassiz does to the science of Nat- 
ural History. Greenleaf’s New Arithmetic 1s the only one that gives 
prominence to the Metrical system of weights andi§measures, a sys- 
tem which it is the opinion of the leading minds throughout the 
world, will ina few years become international, and it is highly im- 
portant that our scholars should become acquainted with it. The 
book should be adopted for that reason if for no other. These books 
have been introduced into nearly all the schools of this State, and 
throughout the Country. The Publishers will exchange for the old 
books now in use, upon payment of a very small sum.
